PHILLIPS ACADEMY. 


Phillips Academy, or as if wast first 
called, Phillips ,Sehool, opened on *the 
morning of April 30, 1778, an old carpen- 
ter shop, a rough one-story building on 
the land now occupied by Prof. Churchill, 
being the first schoolhouse. It was the 
original intention of the founder,Jdudge 
' Phillips, to have the school located i 
_z...|...* North Andover, ,but as. ample grounds 

could not be procured there, he was com- 

pelléd to look elsewhere, and’ finally se- 

cured by successive purchases 187 acres of 

land, which is now familiarly known as 

‘Andover Hill.”

eleven so-called buildings which have 
stood for more than half a century, di- 
vided into two groups on opposite sides of 
the campus. They each contain accom- 
modations for twelve boys and each group 
is under the general supervision of one of 
the teachers, who himself rooms in one of 
the buildings. There are seldom more 
than six boys in each of these dormitories, 
and these are mostly fellows who take the 
opportunity to economize which these, 
afford. Generally about 100 are registeréd 
in these rooms, and_ the rest live in pri- 
vate families in houses either owned or 
licensed by the Trustees. 
‘The Academy building in the: above cut” 
is & substantial brick building three stories 
high with a finished basement. The base- 
ment is divided into a society room, reci- 
tation, and janitor’s rooms, and a place 
for the heating apparatus and supplies. 
The first story is occupied by four recita- 
‘tidn rooms, the second by the library and 
three recitation rooms,and the third by.a 
“Capacious fall in which. mornitig” dévo- 
tional-serviees. are--held,—and-all—public 
exhibitions, Besides this there is another 
brick building near the campus, which is 
used as the laboratory and is equipped 
with all modern apparatus for experi- 
ments. Students at Andover have very 
many outside influences which tend to 


make school life here very advantageous. 
‘There .is the Theological Library with 
some 55,000 volumes accessible to them. 
Both institutions attend the same Sabbath 
services, and the presence of maturer stu- 
‘dents- i is often the~cause 
-of aiding in the formation of the charac- 
ter of student life in the Academy. Then 
there is the Philomathean Society for lit- 
erary improvement, which ‘is over 60 years 
old,and the. Society of Inquiry for pro- 
moting the religious interests of the school, 
which. has seen over 50 years of activity. 
Also thereis the Mirror the literary maga- 
zine of Philo, founded in 1855, published 
at the close of seach term, and the semi- 
weekly paper, The Phillipian, started in 
1879, both of which.are in the hands of the 
‘boys, furnishing’a most desirable oppor- 
‘tunity for valuable discipline. The ath- 
letic interests of the schoel,also constitute 
a notable part of the training, The aver- 
age annual expenditure. is about $600, 
though some spend $1200 without being 
extravagant; many get along on $300, 
while others earn enough by tutoring and 
otherwise to méet all expenses.

Record of the Past Year. 


‘ The great.events of the past year show 
that’ 1889. kept up with its predecessor 
and perhaps went a little ahead, especially 
in the matter of disasters.

When, copied in vile stuff and unar- 
tistic colors by clumsy fingers, the crea- 
tions of Parisian milliners reappear all 
over the world, they are often eccentric” 
enough, | admit—another form of French 
as she is“*traduced”—and it is no won- 
der that_reverend doctors are found to 
frown on them: they shock none more ‘| 
than the French themselves. 

After all, I suppose it is little wonder 

_ that outsiders should know so little of 
the French. French life is so, so exclu- 
sive! The passing visitor to our shores © 
gets no opportunity to judge of his host's’ | 
real charac As a nation we are 
not hospitable, I am sorry to say. A 
stranger will meet with politeness and 
attention as he travels through our 
country, éverybody -will help him, and 
if he appears in Paris armed with letters 
of introduction, he will be made wel- 
come at social gatherings; parties may 
bp given in_his honor perhaps; but, go 
where he may throughout the country, | > 
he will not have a chance of penetrating 
into the inner family circle. The home 
life of the bulk of the people will*remain 
‘a closed letter for him. 

On the other hand, modern literature 
is of little or no use in the case either, 
for most of our novelists do not describe | 
every day life.

It is all 
open to every looker on; there is very 
little hidden. . What there is, that. you 


see; No slightest--effort-is-made.to hide 


defects. In comes the Englishman or 
the American,and forgetting the care- 
fully hidden vice which exists, and with 
a vengeance, in~his-own~great—towns,— 
¢ries out upon the immorality of Paris. 
I will go so far as to say that, in France, 
there is not even so much vice as there 
appears to be. 

Let me explain myself. 

Far from attempting to hide our faults, 
we, as a matter of fact, often make show 
of those we have not. The Frenchman 
is the braggart of vice. If you say to an 
Englishman: ‘I know you are a virtuous 
man,” he will think you only give him 
his due. If you were to pay the same 
compliment to a Frenchman he would 
césent it. Like the Anglomaniacs repre- 
sented in that charming American com- 
dy ‘by Mr. Bronson’ Howard, “The Hen- 
rietta,” ‘‘each fellow,” in France, ‘‘wants 
every other fellow to believe that’he is a 


devil of a fellow—but he isn't.” -. 


Reduced to literature for a means of 
knowing something of the rea!

There are now 
in Japan 550 periodical. publications, - 
Tokio alone possesses seventeen daily 
journals, circulating an aggregate of 
906,000 copies in a month, and 116 
periodical publications, circulating”

very smally the largest being not more
